wonderful imitators, and with their 
imagination fired by ^hat France ac- 
tomi.li~.hed by keeping alive the hope 
of regaining her lo-.t provinces 
and 


what Italy gained by her "Italia irre- 
dentia" movement, they would follow 
aloi1? the same lines and improve on 
tne method and thoroughness of the ef- 
fort made by their neighbors. 


Dr. Max Pfeffer, secretary of the 


Central party, one of the strongest 
in Germany, says: 


"Germany, with her tremendous vi- 


tality and industry, is certain to re- 
cover much more quickly thau France, 
which fears and dreads that Germany 
will regain her old place in the world 
in twenty, thirty, even in fifty years. 
While she has us down. France wants 
to prevent us from ever getting on 
our feet again. 
If France succeeds in 


forcing such a peace on us, it means 
the beginning of Germany's revenge— 
the end of France. 
If Frauce should 


attempt to keep her hold on the Rhine- 
land, the German people would rise up, 
and it would mean a war of liberation 
in ten years' time." 


German complaint of the peace terms 


is mainly because of the cession of the 
Saar coal basin, adjoning Lorraine, to 
y'rance for 15 years with a proviso that 
a vote be taken at that time to de 
termine popular preference, and 
the 


cession of the district around Dant- 
zig to Poland, so far as the territorial 
£0noes!?ious are concerned, while she 
also complains bitterly of the size of 
the indemnity. 


Hope of the friends of peace rests 


principally with the peace party In 
Germany and with the moderates in 
England and America 
A large party 


in Germany now wants peace at any 
price, and will go a long way to main- 
tain peace once it is restored. 
That 


party will be assisted by considerate 
treatment of Germany on the part of 
the Anglo-Franoo-Amcrican entente. 
It would seem to be the wise thing 
to- give Germany all (he fight she 
wants, if-"she wants that, but if she 
shows a disposition to get nlong with 
the other countries of the world and 
to recognize their rights, to admit her 
to the League 'of Nations and allow 
her a full share in tho development of 
the world. The world needs the brains 
f nd energy of Germany in the solution 


The Treaty of Pea«e 


The iK'ace treaty takes from Ger- 


many one-fifth of her territory. 
Ii: 


her territorial losses ^he is to be con 
sidered more fortunate than otherwise 
for on the W*st sjffe has been asked 
to cede little, '^^fcne is required there to 
withdraw from Alsace-Lorraine, which 
is French tcritory anyhow, to give up 
temporarily a small strip of valuable 
coal lands in compensation for the 
coal miues she ruined in France anc 
to give to Belgium a bit of territory 
along the international line. Ger- 
many's territorial losses in the west, 
outside of Alsace Lorraie, to which she 
had no right except that of conquest, 
are not much larger in extent than 
Portage county. 
In respect "of tet; 


ritory the concessions made to France 
are moderate. 
It would have been 


no more severe in France to take all 
the German territory west of the 
Rhine now than it was in Germany to 
take Alsace-Lorraine in 1S70. 


It is in the east where Germany sufr 


fers her principal territorial 
losses. 


There too the districts she cedes are 
not German. 
They are "Polish. She 


is simply giving up what is not fairly 
hers, but has been held only by force 


Her territorial concessions in one 


respect are a benefit to Germany. She 
rids herself of alien populations. The 
people who remain in her jurisdiction 
are German in blood and sentiment. 
But as a military power they weaken 
her greatly. She gives up the points 
of advantage from which she could 
strike at her neighbors on each side. 
She loses millions of Poles and French- 
men whom she had compelled to serve 
in her armies against their own people. 
The area of Germany on the new map 
•will be about 1GO.OOO -quare miles, or 
about throe-fourths the area of France. 


Germany al-^o is required to 
cut 


down her fleet aud army, to stop com- 
pulsory military training, to pay in- 
demnities so tremendous that her peo- 
ple will groan under the burden for a 
century.
